The  following  table  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases 
(other  than  tuberculosis)  in  the  area  during  1944. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  throughout  the  area  re¬ 
mained  low,  whooping  cough  and  measles  being  the  most  prevalent. 

The  incidence  of  Scabies  reported  in  the  District  for  the  past 
twelve  months  has  been  very  small. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  31st  December,  1944,  the  percentage 
of  the  child  population  of  the  District,  who  had  received  Diphtheria 
prophylactic  treatment  was  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Children  between  1  and  5  years  of  age  40.3% 

(b)  Children  between  5  and  15  years  of  age  89% 

The  proportion  of  children  between  5  and  15  years  of  age  who 
have  been  immunised  is  considered  satisfactory,  whereas  the  immunised 
proportion  of  children  between  1  and  5  years  of  age  -the  age  group 
in  which  the  disease  is  most  prevalent  and  most  fatal — cannot  under 
any  circumstances  be  considered  satisfactory.  The  large  number  of 
children  who  have  received  this  treatment  has  no  doubt  influenced 
the  low  incidence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  area. 

As  regards  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  the  efficacy 
of  the  method  of  artificial  protection  cannot  be  said  to  be  fully 
established  yet.

(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  in  connection  with  per¬ 
sons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade, 
or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  dealing  with  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.
